formally 
been selected as head of the 
In­ 
vestigation committee. 
The investigating committee will 
consist of 8 Republicans and only 
12 Democrats, although the house 
has a Democratic majority. 
It was 
named by the committee on com ­ 
mittees, appointm ent of which was 
forced by a coalition of anti a d ­ 
ministration Democrats and 
Re­ 
publicans, vchich 
outnm bers 
the 
group of “regular** Democrats. 
The resolution rails for the In­ 
stig atio n of "charges of wilful 
neglect of duty, corruption in of- 
fice, 
habitual 
drunkenness, 
in- 
competency and other offenses in­ 
volving moral turpitude com m itt­ 
ed in office." 
Head announced th at the 
com­ 
mittee 
on 
investigations 
would 
hold its first 
m eeting 
upon a d ­ 
journm ent of the hous.^ today. 
Actual investigations will not be­ 
gin until early n<xt 
week, 
how­ 
ever, he said, the committee 
re­ 
cessing over Saturday and Sunday. 
The office of Governor Henry 
S. Johnston probably will be 
the 
first to come under the committee's 
inquiring eye.

Simultaneously the state 
senate 
was preparing to enter

AUSTIN, Jan. 11, (Æ*)— A bill to 
provide strict regulation of public 
utilities operating In 
Texas was 
introduced in the senate today by 
Senators A. J .Wirtx of Seguin and 
Ed Westbrook of Sherman. 
The m easure would 
give 
the 
state 
railroad 
commission 
the 
power to cancel any unjust or u n ­ 
reasonable rates and to fix reas­ 
onable standards, 
classifications, 
regulations, practices and services 
for public utilities. 
Under the term s of the m eas­ 
ure, the utility concerns also would 
be required to file under oath re­ 
ports from tim e to time, and the 
commission would be allowed to 
enter 
the 
company's 
premises 
whenever necessary. 
The railroad 
commission 
f u r ­ 
th er would be empowered to em ­ 
ploy engineers, experts, statistic­ 
ians, inspectors or other employes 
necessary to carry out the terlns 
of the measure. 
W henever any utility desires to 
change its rate schedule the rail­ 
road commission, either on its own 
initiative or on complaint, 
may 
conduct a 
hearing to 
determine 
the legality of the new rate, u n ­ 
der the provisions of the bill. 
Another 
provision of the pro­ 
posal was that w here 
two tele­ 
graph or telephone 
lines 
could 
establish communication 
between 
points 
w here 
such 
connection 
could not be obtained through 
a 
single line these companies could 
he forced to establish and m ain­ 
tain the through line. 
The commission also would have 
the power to fix the price to be 
paid by a municipality for a pri­ 
vately owned public utility. 
The public utility, if dissatisfied 
with the 
commission’s 
decisions 
would 
have 
recourse 
to 
the 
courts and the commission would 
have power to enforce ltg decis­ 
ions through cumulative penalties 
between $500 and $5,000 and m an­ 
dam us or injunction proceedings. 
The public utilities which the 
bill would regulate were electric 
companies for the production of 
light, heat or power, w ater con­ 
cerns, street, suburban and inter- 
urban railways, buses, both in tra­ 
city and intercity, gas and oil pipe 
lines and telephone and telegraph 
companies. 


WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 11, (IP)— 
An increase of $25,000,000 in the 
fund for prohibition enforcement 
was approved today by the senate 
appropriations committee. 
The 
Increased, 
funds 
which 
would 
become available im medi­ 
ately to the prohibition 
bureau 
was voted on motion of Senator 
Harris, Democrat of Georgia, who 
recently described enforcement as 
a “farce." 
Since the 
prohibition law be­ 
came effective fen years ago, the 
government has been appropriat­ 
ing around $13,000,000, and if the 
proposed incrfa.se goes through the 
money to 
u s e 
in 
enforcement 
would be trebled. 
The increase must be approved 
by the senate and the house. The 
senate comm ittee has asked the 
prohibition bureau for a statem ent 
showing how it would spend the 
proposed 
$20,0(10,000. 
Including 
the funds for the maintenance of 
the coast guard service, the total 
appropriation in connection 
with 
prohibition enforcement this year 
is about $15,000,000. 
Senator Harris, who is a dry, a t­ 
tributed the “farcial" conditions in 
enforcement to the lack of a p ­ 
propriations rath er than to (he a d ­ 
ministration. 
He asked originally j 
for $50,000,000.

AMAZING RECORD IN 1928, SAYS 
SCIENTIST 


IT IS an am asing world that the scientist lu e s in. 
1 How amazing was de^ribed by Dr. H. H. Shel­ 
don of New York university at a m eeting of the 
New York Electrical society. Dr. Sheldon reviewed 
scientific achievem ents of 1928 and demonstrated 
some of them. Merely an enumeration of these 
achievem ents would occupy a column of newspa­ 


per space. 
One was a distinctly new type 
of toy train 
that responded to oral commands, starting, stop­ 
ping and reversing. Artificial cotton grown from a 
Guiana weed in England and various rubber pos­ 
sibilities In the United States were others. 
Measurements of the sun’s radiation from day 
to day, promising weather forecasts months in ad­ 
vance and production of new varieties of sex in 
plants and anim als by X-rays illustrated begin­ 
nings of possible future accomplishments that were 
hardly dreamed of a few years ago. 
Both plants and man were 
found 
to need 
sligh t amounts of copper in their diets. 
Interstellar space furnished basis of a dis­ 
covery. Nebulium, a gas long supposed to exist on 
stars, but not on earth, was identified in its ter- 
restial form, as ionized oxygen and nitrogen. 
Radio echoes have been received In three to 15 
seconds after sending. They apparently were sent 
off the earth and returned, as they would have cir­ 
cled the earth in considerably less time.

Is Mr. Coolidge counting on the G. O. P. nom ­ 


ination in 1932? 
The Roosevelt-Cooltdge parallel lb too strik­ 
ing not to suggest this question. 
It is a question Mr. Hoover m ight have asked 


him self, If he Is human. 
If Mr. Coolidge really cherishes any 1932 am ­ 
bitions. he is not at all likely to confide 
in Mr. 
Hoover. Mr. Hoover, assuredly suspecting that Mr. 
Coolidge does cherish 
them Is equally unlikely to 
expect the latter to confide In him. 
Congress is under no Impression that Mr. 
Hoover Is due to be substantially the same kind of 
president as Mr. Coolidge. 
P lenty of legislative business is being held 
up, for the simple reason that the lawmakers who 
favor certain things which they believe Mr. Cool­ 
idge would veto are depending in Mr. Hoover to 


approve them. 
W aterways!— for instance. 
Everybody knows that Mr. Coolidge, the ec­ 
onomical, frowns on any large-scale program. 1 he 
scheme awaits Mr. Hoover, the engineer, who is

DISPENSING WITH JURIES

H E right of ju ry trial is guaranteed to all ac­ 
cused persons by the bill of rights of the fed­ 
eral constitution, which also preserves the right 
of any jury trial In all suits at common law when j 
th e value In the controversy exceeds $20. It 1» 
not, however, forbidden to defendants to waive 
th a t right. 
Two staref 
M aryland and Connecticut, per­ 
mit a defendant to elect trial w ithout Jury in 
criminal cases Connecticut reports an average of 
7 0 per cent of waivers, to 90 per cent for Mary­ 
land. 
T he figures are interesting as illustrating the 
gOMibilitle» of fu rth e r reducing expense and delay 
in court matters, and they are suggestive In con­ 
nection w ith the statem ent of the New York crime 
commission th a t th e ’‘jury seems to be disappear­ 
ing from E nglish criminal law .'’ 
The civ il departm ent exhibits a similar ten­ 
dency to avoid ju ry trial, even to shun recourse to : 
courts v hen oth^r means of adjudication can be 
found. The New York Association for Commercial 
A rbitration reports that private trials before ar­ 
bitrators skilled in t h e technique of the particular 
rrade in which the dispute has arisen have proved 
a large scale success. 
There is no movem ent to change the funda­ 
m ental right of trial by jury for those who demand 
it. It is, nevertheless, significant that very large 
numbers voluntarily surrender the privilege when 
opportunity is given them to do so.

The United States now is party to approxi­ 
m ately 700 treaties, including

commercial 
agreements. In addition, congress should realize 
that the wider Interest of the United States in 
foreign affairs has created a greater demand upon 
the department for inform ation. 
The estim ate for the fiscal year 1930 of 14,- 
744,831 for the departm ent is proportionately a 
sm all sum compared to the more than $4,000,000,- 
000 of expenses of the entire federal governm ent. 
A gainst the $14,000,000 ffsked for, there w ill be 
paid, as cash receipts .into 
the treasury, about 
$8,915,733, w hich w ill leave only $5,829,098 of 
the proposed appropriation to be borne by the tax­ 


payers. 
That means only four and three-tenths cents 
to be paid by each taxpayer for the entire cost of 
conducting the foreign relations of the govern­ 


ment.

After the chilblain has been pro­ 
duced, the treatm ent 
varies with 
their degree. 
If they 
are 
mild, 
stimulating 
ointments containing 
camphor, ichthyol, iodin 
or cai- 
balic acid are helpful. 
The ultra­ 
violet ray and the 
electric 
treat­ 
ment with the galvanic current are 
recommended in the textbooks on 
skin diaeases. 
Kellogg advises the alternate hot 
and cold foot bath, the hot as hot 
as can be borne and the cold with 
ice in it, if possible. 
Dip the feet 
tor 30 seconds in the hot and for 
15 seconds in the cold, keeping the 
water hot and cold by adding more 
hot water and 
ice, 
respectively. 
Repeat this procedure 10 to 12 
times, three tim es a day.
